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EDUCATING SIDELINES IN SPORTSMANSHIP 


A SYMPOSIUM of speakers, high school superintendents of the 
eleventh district of the high school athletic association, spoke at 
the Rotary club on Tuesday. 
One of the most important things voiced was the necessity of 
instructing the sidelines in the ethics of real sportsmanship. The 
schools and the teams have imbued the proper spirit, but the side­ 
lines are sadly lacking at times, in what constitutes true sports­ 
manship. 
Superintendent Earl VanDusen of Little Falls voiced the 
principle that should he inculcated in the crowds of spectators. 
“Our boys in the teams are good sports and take the decisions 
made as final and proceed to win the game. 
They are taught to 
win and win fairly. They go down to defeat, if necessary, but do 
so with the clear conscience of having striven honorably to win. 
“Derogatory remarks from the sidelines are uncalled for. 
The district committee aims to engage officials who have served 
before and who have played the game. 
They are disinterested 
men. In case I did not know the official engaged, I have taken the 
word of my brother superintendents and have never been disap­ 
pointed. 
“Players may be influenced if there is any dissension on the 
sidelines. 
The public carries its strong feeling against an um­ 
pire and the right to express an opinion at a baseball game to the 
scene of the high school basketball game, and other high school 
sports. It may be the inalienable right of the American public to 
‘rag’ a baseball umpire, but that feeling should not be carried to 
our high school sports. 
“When an official is secured he should be allowed to continue 
and to finish. 
True, many fouls are committed which a referee 
does not see. 
“The game may be forfeited or points lost by the action of 
the sidelines. The school is responsible for the town crowd or the 
sportsmanship on the sidelines,” said the speaker in conclusion. 
Another thought brought out was that of Superintendent F. 
E. Lurton, of Aitkin. 
“ Build the high school gymnasium big 
enough to house the (list rict tournament, which will undoubtedly 
go to Brainerd because of its central location. 
The last district 
game at Aitkin packed the armory with 1400 admissions. 
The 
crowd would have been larger,” said the speaker, “but the armory 
could hold no more.” 
The statement was made at Alexandria that if Brainerd of­ 
fered the housing and accommodations, it would be given the re­ 
gional play, and if necessary, the region would be altered so as to 
make Brainerd the logical place to hold the regional tournament. 
We have the opportunity to gain great things in high school 
athletics. 
Let our crowds be imbued with the spirit of fairness 
so that outside teams, referees, and visitors will have no cause 
for complaint. It will help in making this the coming district and 
regional center for high school athletics of central Minnesota.

ance of 248 persons from 79 municipalities, by the genuine inter­ 
est expressed at the conferences, by the demonstrations of ap­ 
proved methods of fighting fires, by the exceptionally well pre­ 
pared papers upon practical topics, and most important of all, by 
the insistence that a second session of the school he held during 
the coming year. 
In initiating and concluding the fire school, in cooperation 
with the University of Minnesota, the League has entered into a 
new type of activity. 
This educational work, applying to the 
work-a-day problems of municipal government and emphasizing 
the duties and obligations of public servants, has no limit to its 
possibilities. It is not unreasonable to expect that the League will 
develop increasing energy in sponsoring schools of this kind. 
Schools and conferences may be adapted to each and every class 
of public officer. The Northwest Fire School represents a begin­ 
ning. 
It is certain to develop in future years. 
Significantly the 
fire fighters, by their own example, have pointed a way to other 
groups of public servants. 
Now that the First Annual Northwest Fire School is over, 
the question naturally arises—Why Not a Police School? 
The 
purposes of such a school would be very similar to those of a fire 
school, and the instruction offered could be aimed particularly at 
the needs of the smaller municipalities. The League which is al­ 
ways anxious to extend its field of usefulness would be glad to 
stand sponsor for such a school. Other agencies, such as the At­ 
torney General, the State Association of Sheriffs, Police and Other 
Peace Officers, should be willing to cooperate. All members of the 
village council in every village, the village marshal, the chief of 
police and police officers in cities, and the sheriffs and deputy 
sheriffs should be interested in such a school.

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EDUCATING SIDELINES IN SPORTSMANSHIP 


A sy m p o siu m of speakers, high school superintendents o f the 
eleventh district of the high school athletic association, spoke at 
the Rotary club on Tuesday. 
One of the most important things voiced was the necessity of 
instructing the sidelines in the ethics of real sportsmanship. 
The 
schools and the teams have imbued the proper spirit, but the side­ 
lines are sadly lacking at times, in what constitutes true sports-1 
manship. 
Superintendent Earl VanDusen of Little Falls voiced the 
principle that should be inculcated in the crowds of spectators, 
i 
“Our boys in the teams are good sports and take the decisions 
made as final and proceed to win the game. 
They are taught to 
win and win fairly. They go down to defeat, if necessary, but do 
so with the clear conscience of having striven honorably to win. 
“Derogatory remarks from the sidelines are uncalled for. 
The district committee aims to engage officials who have served 
before and who have played the game. 
They are disinterested 
men. 
In case I did not know the official engaged, I have taken the 
word of my brother superintendents and have never been disap­ 
pointed. 
“Players may be influenced if there is any dissension on the 
sidelines. 
The public carries its strong feeling against an um­ 
pire and the right to express an opinion at a baseball game to the 
scene of the high school basketball game, and other high school 
sports. It may be the inalienable right of the American public to 
‘rag’ a baseball umpire, but that feeling should not be carried to 
our high school sports. 
“When an official is secured he should be allowed to continue 
and to finish.

E. Dutton, of Aitkin. 
“Build the high school gymnasium big 
enough to house the district tournament, which will undoubtedly 
go to Brainerd because of its central location. 
The last district 
game at Aitkin packed the armory with 1400 admissions. 
The 
crowd would have been larger," said the speaker, “but the armory 
could hold no more." 
The statement was made at Alexandria that if Brainerd of­ 
fered the housing and accommodations, it would be given the re­ 
gional play, and if necessary, the region would be altered so as to 
make Brainerd the logical place to hold the regional tournament.

wore to be purchased today. 
T h0 ewes represent some of the 
finest stock that could be selected 
and purchased by A. J. Dexter, de­ 
velopment agent of the 
Northern 
Pacific railway through 
a careful 
survey of the sheep herds of South 
Dakota. 
The sheep are all tested. 
Farm ers were able to avail them ­ 
selves of the opportunity to purchase 
the ewes through the cooperation of 
the Agricultural! Credit Loan Cor­ 
poration. 
The 
Northern 
Pacific 
furnlshed 
the stock 
to 
the 
Crow 
Wing county buyers at cost. 
Four­

(P r* p * rtd b r tit* United State* D epartm ent 
ut A griculture.) 
Five principal soun.es of damage 
and loss in grain in connection with 
tile operation of com blne-h a n e s te rs 
have been observed by Ii. H. Black 
and E. G. Boettner, grain marketing 
specialists of the United Stales De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture in a study of 
combine 
harvesting 
in 
the 
spring 
wheat area. These observations apply 
also to winter wheat in the South­ 
west. 
These 
Investigators 
declare 
that 
combines reduce the expense of har­ 
vesting and threshing, but unless the 
machines are operated under proper 
conditions and care is taken to bundle 
the threshed grain properly this sav­ 
ing may be lost. The chief causes of 
damage 
are 
harvesting

wheat is ripe, cutting wheat that con­ 
tains excess moisture, occurrence of 
green weed seeds in threshed wheat, 
storing

Delay Harvesting.
